It seems Johnson is some kind of a 
Swede—the kind they raise in Minne- 
sota. He is a representative of the 
poor-boy-who-worked-his-way-up type 
of statesman, and towards the end of 
the campaign, when the Republican 
managers found he was running pretty 
strong, some of them who had mislaid 
their wits circulated the story that his 
father had died in the poorhouse and 
his mother hadtakenin washing. The 
Democratic papers looked the story up, 
and found it to be substantially true. 
His father, a Swedish immigrant, had 
turned drunken and become worthless, 
and had been put into an institution 
by friends of the family, and his 
mother, to support her children, had 
taken in washing, and young Johnson,

ten years old, had left school and gone 
to work. The Democratic papers 
having proved the story turned it over 
to the voters without apologies, and 
the voters, turning frantic, gave John- 
son about one hundred and forty thou- 
sand votes more than they gave the 
Parker-Davis ticket. His plurality was 
about fifteen thousand; Roosevelt’s 
one hundred and twenty-five thousand. 
On the whole, this seems the best 
election story that has come in, and is 
adapted to make the average voter 
shed tears of pride for the State of 
Minnesota. 


HE only question that was really 
put up to the voters in the late 
campaign was: Do you think Roose- 
velt is safe? Either they thought he 
was, or they didn’t care. We cannot 
find any other conclusion in the re- 
turns. Perhaps the quality of safeness 
is overrated. Emerson said : 


Though love repine and reason chafe, 
There came a voice without reply,— 

‘*’Tis man's perdition.to be safe, 
When for the truth he ought to die.’ 


Maybe it’s man’s perdition to besafe, 
anyhow, even when there is no par- 
ticular truth soliciting him to hazards. 
Lire thought that Roosevelt would be 
a safer President and the Republican 
party a safer depository of power if a 
strong opposition could be provided. 
Now that the opposition is down under 
the avalanche and can’t be dug out for 
some years, we have to fall back on the 
sobering influence of an overwhelming 
popular mandate. President Roosevelt 
said: ‘‘I am going on to do exactly 
as I have been doing.’’ Twelve States 
said, ‘‘Oh, no”; thirty-three States 
raised an overpowering shout of ‘‘Go 
ahead!” That leaves his hands won- 
derfully free, but on any good man so 
unprecedented a vote of public con- 
fidence must have a sobering effect. 
When aconscientious man is half boss 
of his job, he shares responsibility, but 
when he is whole boss of it, the feeling 
of responsibility is intensified and he 
becomes even more scrupulous and 


devoted than before. Moreover, a 
colossal compliment that is obviously 
sincere warms his heart, stirs his 
generous instincts, and heals his sore 
places, if he has any. We believe 
President Roosevelt has always striven 
to be President of the whole people, 
but now his disposition that way will 
be heartier than ever. He will cer- 
tainly try to be a profitable President 
to the South and to do the South some 
good, and if the South is well advised, 
it will bestir itself to meet him half- 
way. 

Without doubt, the announcement of 
his determination not to be again a 
candidate for the Presidency will make 
significantly for his comfort and his 
usefulness. We confess we were sur- 
prised at it, but it makes us wish more 
heartily than ever for the high success 
of his Administration. 
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— Judge Parker was nomi- 

nated, there were those who de- 
plored it, on the ground that his can- 
didacy would disturb the repose of the 
bench. They thought that to have a 
judge run for President would make 
lots of other judges consider their own 
qualifications for political preferment. 
The campaign demonstrated that a 
good judge turns to active politics at a 
considerable disadvantage. It is evi- 
dent that Judge Parker had an impos- 
sible task. He made as good work 
of it as any available Democrat could 
have done, but the difficulty he had in 
adjusting his habits of mind and of life 
to the exigencies of active politics was 
very noticeable. It took him a long 
time to get limbered up, and to write 
speeches instead of opinions. It came 
easier to Judge Herrick, and in any 
ordinary year he would doubtless have 
won his election. But by so much as 
he showed himself ready on the stump, 
he gave excuse for the charge that he 
was a more ready politician than a 
judge should be. That judges shall be 
nominated for office while on the 
bench is not to be desired, and so far 
as the issue of the late campaign had 
discouraged that practice it has done a 
useful thing.

ME. REJANE has, up to 
the present writing: 
given us in this engage- 
ment no taste of her 
quality as an emotional 
actress. There are a 
few moments in 
‘‘Amoreuse where there 
is a slight call on that 
side of her art, but in 

> the stupid play men- 

tioned, in the one-act sketch ‘‘ Lolotte,” and 
in the salacious ‘‘ La Passerelle,” she has 
given us only exhibitions of her capabilities 
as a comedian. This she is in the highest 
degree. The Gallic temperament lends itself 
so readily to this branch of acting that to be 
eminent as a comedian in France is eminence 
indeed. By comparison the best comedians 
of other races seem heavy, awkward and 
coarse, It suggests a shudder to picture what 
an English, German or American actress 
would have made of the extremely résgué 
scenes at the end of the second and beginning 
of the third acts of ‘‘La Passerelle.” Even 
in the hands of Mme. Réjane their grossness 
could not be altogether obscured, but she 
tinged them with a merriment which almost 
threw the mantle of art over their frankness. 
It would be presumptuous, if not impossible, 
to analyze her method and her charm, She 
blends her individuality and her art so skil- 
fully that it is difficult to tell where one begins 
and the other ends. What she does is done 
with so little apparent effort that the tempta- 
tion is to credit it entirely to the woman and 
none of it to the pains and experience which 
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mean perfected work. This is ine 
creased by the smoothness of her 
transitions in mood and expression 
through the whole broad range 
she holds at instant command. In 
the sight of such finish and ease, of 
such infinite variety and of such 
an apparent absolute absence of 
affectation, one cannot help being 
a bit lugubrious when one calls to 
mind some of the so-called stars 
who have been foisted on the 
American public as exponents of 
the art of acting. 
An admirable second to Mme, 
, Réjane is M. Dumeny. Again 
comes the inevitable comparison. 
If some of our younger actors 
were not so cock-sure that they 
knew everything, we should hesitate 
to suggest that they see M. Dumeny 
act and study his methods for fear 
despair might drive them to the 
nearest drugger’s to get 
the wherewithal to finish 
their hopeless existences. 
But we have no such fear 
in the case of some of our 
would-be artists, who, 
with the assurance born 
of self-satisfaction, make

would patronize the methods of the French 
artist and refer the bystanders to their own 
triumphs before matinée audiences inOshkosh, 
Kalamazoo and New York. The beauty of 
M. Dumeny’s acting, and this holds true 
largely with Mme. Suzanne Avril and the 
other members of Mme. Réjane’s unusually 
competent company, is his complete self- 
effacement in his work. He seems to throw 
himself into his character, body and soul. 
When he delivers a speech, he not only speaks 
the words with his mouth, but in less degree 
with his entire physique. Facial muscles, 
eyes and the entire pose fall into supporting 
the meaning of the line, not by grimace and 
distortion, nor abruptly, but easily and natu- 
rally. His clothes, his boots, what is going on 
in the wings, even the audience before him, 
are for the time absolutely non-existent, and 
he is living, breathing, talking, moving only 
in the circumstances and surroundings created 
by the author and his fellow-artists. The 
stolidity of expression and stiffness of move- 
ment which characterize some of our best 
patronized actors, they may excuse on the plea 
that they are not French jumping-jacks, a 
plea easily set aside, or which can be attribu- 
ted to their temperamental disqualification 
for their work, when one sees how M. Dumeny 
is both facile in method and at the same time 
manly and respect-compelling. 

In admiration for the art of these actors, one 
may overlook the setting of the plays, but it 
would seem as though their American mana- 
gers m'ght have given them something a little 
better than the junk which serves for scenery 
and furniture. But even so, theatre-zgoers who 
wish to see dramatic art ina very high state 
of manifestation, cannot afford to miss the

In the presence of her 
broad and irradiating smile, even the most 
dried-up and ascetic philosopher might be 
compelled into bearing a toothache bravely. 
Her new play, ‘‘ Mrs. Black Is Back,’’ is, of 
course, only a vehicle for the exploitation of 
her mirth-making gifts, and serves its purpose. 
Out of generosity to the public, she might 
have backed up her efforts with a better com- 
pany. It’s too much for any one woman, no 
matter how clever, to shoulder so much in- 
competence as May Irwin carries on her salary 
list. Algo, pretty girls are not scarce in this 
land of the free and home of the brave, and, 
this being the case, American audiences would 
tather gaze upon the blithesome star in a 
prettier setting of femininity than that with 
which she surrounds herself. 

If you have any friends with suicidal ten- 
dencies, you may safely prescribe May Irwin 
and her songs as an effective antidote.

He does it gracefully and charmingly, which 
is all that can be asked. His company is a 
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good one and thoroughly trained. Miss Mary 
Moore was an attractive heroine of the lacka- 
daisical school, admired by our grandfathers 
and called for by the piece. In the support, 
the chief honors went to Mr. Alfred Bishop for 
his dignified and very human A/derman Ingot. 
In an after-speech on his first appearance, 
Sir Charles said that the warmth of his wel- 
come made him regret his long absence from 
America, and hope that he should more fre- 
quently visit this country in the future—a hope 
that may well be shared by audiences which 
nowadays get too little of his kind of acting.

OOD old ‘ David Garrick,” with all its 
stiltedness and archaic construction, 
was really refreshing. In these days of so- 
phistication, to attract patronage, it seems 
necessary that the theatres must display 
either mental, moral or physical nakedness, 
and sometimes all three. To interest, we 
must dissect to the minutest detail the abnor- 
malities and weaknesses of our poor human- 
ity, or else appeal to a public which is itself 
weak in intellect or abnormal in its tastes and 
desires. Robertson’s ‘* David Garrick” may 
have the faults of age, but its healthful sim- 
plicity and directness are grateful to palates 
jaded by a too long diet of rank food. The 
craving for the better is already felt by the 
more intelligent patrons of the theatre in this 
country. It may be long before it penetrates 
to the great masses who are satisfied with the 
tawdry and the inferior, but that it is mani- 
festing itself at all is a hopeful symptom. 
With time and a considerable further educa- 
tion of the American theatre-going public, 
the feeling is bound to go deeper and give us 
audiences which are truly discriminating and 
critical.

Mr. Luther, in 7he 
Mastery, sticks to New York politics and 
gives us a story of a State Buss on lines 
distantly suggestive of Ford’s City Boss, 7he 
Fi.nvable Peter Stirling. 


Mr. Whitlock, on the other hand, has done 
more than simply repeat hisearlier success. He 
has achieved a new one. In 7he Happy Aver- 
age he has voiced a deep-seated human sympa- 
thy for the unheroic, and created | character 
to whom every one, with even a lingering 
memory of early diffidence or self-distrust, 
must feel akin. His genuineness is refreshing, 
and the simplicity of his methods almost hides 
their art. 


There are certain plans of campaign in fic- 
tion of such ancient and known standing that 
they may be designated as are the openings 
in the game of chess. Ellen Olney Kirk, for 
instance, in 7he Apology of Ayliffe, employs 
what might be called the guardian and ward 
gambit, and the variations in the resulting 
game are peculiar rather than skilful. The 
book is well below the pleasant average of 
Mrs. Kirk's writings. 


In his Prestdential Problems, Grover Cleve - 
land gives a history of his connection with 
four questions, which at the time of their 
presentation gave rise to the most bitter dis- 
pute, and whose settlement will long affect the 
policy of the nation. The overwhelming 
sentiment of the country has long since en- 
dorsed Mr. Cleveland’s these 
matters, but the dignity and clarity of his 


action in 


review of them in this volume cannot but add 
to his reputation now, and prove a valuable 
asset to the historian. 


The Hound from the North, by Ridgwell
